NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the l&ih October 1.915 

C.S.R. S30(E).—la exercise of the powers conferred by Section 13 of the Equal Remu¬ 
neration Ordinance, 1975 (12 of 1975), the Central Government hereby makes the follow¬ 
ing rules, namely:— 

CHAPTER I 
Preliminary 

1. Short title Bad comniencement.—(1) These rules may be called the Equal Remunera¬ 
tion Rules, 1975. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette 

2. I>efiiiltioiis.~ln these rules, unless the context othewise requires;- 

(a) “Ordinance” means the Equal Remunenation Ordinance, 1975, 

(b) “Authority" means the authority appointed by I'ne appropriate Government under 

sub-section (1) of Section 7. 

(c) “Form” means a form Appended to these rules. 

(d) “Section” means a section of the Ordinance. 

(e) “registered trade union” means a ti'ade union registered under the Trade Unions 

Act, 1926 (16 of 1926). 
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CHAPTER n 


ComplBints and claims under tlie Ordinimee 

3. Cunipliunls resaruiug contravention oi tlie Urdiuuiiee. —(.IJ Every complaint under 
clause (a) of sub-secuon vrT of Seelion / snail be maaa in inpjie'aie, in Form A' lo lEe 
Aulboruy uppomied lur I'ne purpose. 

(2) A single complaint may be made by or on behalf of, or m respect of, a group 
of workers, if they are empioyeu jn me same establisnment and the complaint relates to 
the same contravention. 


(3; A complaint may be made by the worker himself or herself or by any legal prac¬ 
titioner, or by any ollictal of a registered trade union, authorised in writing to act on ms 
or her bc’natt or by any Eiapccioc appointed under Section U or by any other person 
acting with the permission ot the Auinoniy. 

4. Claim regarding non-payment of wages gtc.—U) Every claim under clause (b) of 
sub-section (13 ot section / shall be made in triplicate, in Form B to the Authority 
appointed for the purpose. 

(2) A single application may be made by or on behalf of, or in respect of. a group 
of workers, rf they ate employed in the same establishment and Iheir claims are the same. 

(3) A claim may bj made by the worker 'ninisclt or herself or by any legal practF 
tioncr or by any otlieial of a registered trade union, authorised in writing to act on bis 
or her behaif or by any Inspector appointed under Section 9 or by any other person acting 
with the permission ot the Authority. 

5. Authorisation.—The aut’norisation under suh-rulc f3) of rule 3 or sub-rule (3) of 
rule 4 shall be in Form ‘C which shall be presented to ihc Authority to whom the com¬ 
plaint or the claim, as I'nc case may be, is made and shall form part of the record. 

CHAPTER m 
Registers to be maintained 

6 . Registers to be maintained by the employer.—Every employer shall niainrain a 
register of workers in Form ‘D’.
